BRITAIN REFUSES. 


TOON GOLD BLOC 
AND IGNORE 


Remains Free to Negotiate 
Currency Stabilization 
With Washington at 
Proper Time. 


ROOSEVELT PLAN 


WAS CHALLENGED 


Americans Reported Stand- 
ing Pat, Insisting That 
Price-Raising Come First 
at London.

LONDON, June 27.—Great Brit- 
ain was understood in well-in- 
formed quarters this evening to 
have refused to commit herself to 
a new European gold bloc scheme 
under which British and continen- 


tal currencies would be _ stabilized 
irrespective of the desires of the 
United States. 

In responsible British circles this 
move, headed by France, was de- 
scribed as an effort to split Eng- 
land and the United States so that 
they would be unable to deal inde- 
pendently on stabilization. 

England, it was stated, wants to 
keep her hands free so that she can 
dea] directly with the United States 
on stabilization when the proper 
time comes. 

Britain’s position at the moment, 
therefore, is that she is sitting 
tight. Meanwhile gold bloc bank- 
ers were meeting again late in the 
day to consider what new move 
they could make to force stabiliza- 
tion. 

Bankers Appeal to England. 

Representative of the central 
banks of France, Switzerland, Hol- 
land and Belgium met secretly. 
From this meeting came a declar- 
ation by one of the conferees that 
gold would be defended to the last 
ditch. 

Many observers expressed the 
opinion that this {theme was, in ef- 
fect, a challenge to President Roose- 
velt’s price-raising program which 
the gold bloc members maintained 
would force a depreciation of their 
currencies and would be disastrous. 

The bankers decided this morning 
to ask the Bank of England to 
make a deciaration to the effect 
that it would not be in Great Brit- 
ain’s interest to see continental 
currencies depreciated. 

In addition it was learned on 
good authority that the gold bloc 
also requested the bank to intimate 
its intention to maintain sterling at 
the present level. 

This move was interpreted in 
world economic conference finan- 
cial quarters as indicating that 
Britain had been unwilling definite- 
ly to tie sterling to the franc in a 
European stabilized currency bloc 
urged by France. 

Britain’s Situation. 


The situation simmered down to 
this, according to well informed 
conference circles: The success or 
failure of the gold bloc program de- 
pended on Great Britain’s decision. 

Great Britain was faced with the 
alternative of joining to maintain 
the present level of currencies and 
helping to keep France and other 
gold standard countries on that 
basis, or of deciding to form an 
Anglo-American monetary alliance 
and continue with the present Unit- 
ed States and British programs. 

England avowedly is not ready 
to return to the gold standard yet, 
and would in effect be doing so if 
it agreed to the _§ stabilization 
scheme.

Debate 
was not extensive, but two hours 
and 20 minutes passed before mem- 
bers finished explyining their 
stands and the a:jministration lead- 
ers got 77 votes, the constitutional 
majority. y

“Get Off the Dole.” 

Elmer Schnackenberg of Chicago, 
Republican leader, urged that “Tili- 
nois should get off the dole,” say- 
ing: 

“This bill merely finds a new 
source of taxes, which will aid in 
keeping the dole in existence. The 
best thing that can be done is to 
change the psychology of the peo- 
ple. Signs that demonstrate that 
the end -of the depression is near 
are numerous. The depression called 
forth the sales tax. 

“This bill isn’t going to pass be- 
cause the members of the House or 
the people of the State want it. 
Every type of pressure, including 
patronage, and all sorts of influ- 
ence, has been used to gain sup- 
port for it.” 

The roll call was prolonged, with 
many explanations being given, and 
the seventy-seventh vote wes not 
obtained until the roll was called a 
second time, giving members who 
had remained silent a chance to 
speak up. 

By the same roll call, the House 
passed all but one of the five com- 
panion bills to the sales tax. The 
exception was for the measure ap- 
propriating receipts to relief for 
the next six months. 

Court action to test, the constitu- 
tionality of the new sales tax is ex- 
pected. The Illinois Supreme Court 
recently held unconstitutional an- 
other sales tax measure. 

Representatives from districts 
across the river from St. Louis vot- 
ed solidly against the sales tax.

ROOSEVELT ASSURES DISABLED | 300,000 VETERANS OBTAIN -

FORMER EXILE BECOMES PERU'S 
NEW MINISTER TO MEXICO 
Dr. Rafael Belaunde, Jaunds, Who Has Been 
Teaching at Miami U., Accepts 
Long Vacant Post.

CORAL GABLES, Fia., June 2, — 
Dr., Rafael Belaunde, who once was 


exiled from his native Peru because 


of ‘his ‘political views, announced 
yesterday he had accepted appoint- 
ment. as his country’s Minister to 
Mexico.

Planquette and substituting 
some starjjingly reminiscent tunes 
which are just as catchy now 45 
when they were first Written the 
Municipal Opera Company in For- 
est Park last night presented a 
jazz musical comedy version of Jos- 
eph Jefferson’s famous old comedy, 
“Rip Van Winkle.” In its present 
form the play is an operetta a la 
Jake Shubert and while Planquette, 
dead these many years, would turn 
over in his grave could he hear 
what has been done to his impres- 
sive score—Rip Van Winkle is 
made to sing an Al Jolson number 
called “My Hudson River Home” 
set to most of the music of “Old 
Man River”—the result is fine en- 
tertainment for a summers night. 
It is, perhaps, the best entertain- 
ment for the masses ever put on in 
Forest Park for whoever adapted 
the airs to the intensely modern- 
ized book fell back heavily upon 
some of the most popular song 
writers of recent years for help 
and took, to use a mild word, his 
tunes where he found them. 


And yet, despite the appeal to 
motion picture and radio audiences 
practically throughout, the high 
spot of the show and the one which 
pleased the entire first night aud- 
ience the most was the highly dra- 
matic scene in which old Rip re- 
turns bearded and broken after a 
20 years’ nap, to his ndtive village 
of Falling Waters. There is no 
music of any sort, the whole scene 
being played as straight drama by 
that remarkably fine actor, Joseph 
Macaulay. It is likely that, orig- 
inally, the entire play was written 
in much the same vein but, since 
the modern theater customers are 
supposed to demand jazz they are 
given it pretty generally with the 
single nod in the direction of some- 
thing really fine. 


The story, as it now stands, darts 
back and forth between 1933 and 
1768-88. Starting off with a Peter 
Van Winkle of today, who is a ra- 
dio entertainer, it goes back a hun- 
dred years and more for Peter, 
under the influence of some potent 
bootleg gin, goes to sleep, dreams 
he is Rip and re-enacts the fa- 
miliar Washington Irving story of 
the ne’er-do-well who slumbers in 
the Catskill Mountains and comes 
home to find his old dog Schneider 
dead and George Washington’s pic- 
ture hanging over Nick Vedder's 
inn in place of that of King George. 
But even in the cut-back scenes of 
the late 1700’s a modern note has 
been sounded. The Red Coats of 
King George arrive in Falling Wa- 
ters in a rickety Ford and their 
evenings in the mountains, while 
they are searching for Rip, are 
made more pleasant by a portable 
radio. For the finish, Peter Van 
Winkle wakes up in his home of 
today and the piece ends—not with 
his toast, “Here’s to the very good 
health of yourself and your fam- 
ily; may they all live long and 
prosper,” as it should—with a jazz 
number called now, we believe, 
“Without a Doubt.” 


It is all very good fun, good 
enough, without question to make 
“Rip Van Winkle” one of the most 
popular of summer shows and Mr. 
Macaulay’s performance of Rip is a 
gem. The rest‘of the cast is excel- 
lent, too, with Nancy McCord doing 
nicely as Mrs. Van Winkle; George 
Hassell, when he remembered his 
lines, funny as Nick Vedder, and 
Doris Patston and Nick Long Jr. 
scoring heavily in a song and dance 
number which got one of the first 
genuine encores of the Forest Park 
season. Miss Patston is Rip’s 
daughter, Meenie, Long her pro- 
logue sweetheart, Henry Beekman. 
Allan Jones ‘is her boy friend, 
Hans, when the play goes back to 
earlier days, and while he has lit- 
tle singing to do, he does that little 
well. Leonard Ceeley, with no sing- 
‘ing at all, is the villianous Derrick 
von Beekman, who robs Rip of his

The process of undressing must 
be unhurried, but care must be 
taken not to encourage dawdling. 
Whatever the little one can do for
